A RETURN of any additional Buildings intended to be constructed at the 
Post-Office of Dublin, together with a Copy of the Estimate furnished for 
the construction of such additional Buildings. 



NO additional Buildings are intended to be constructed at the General Post-Office, except 
the Boundary Wall, to inclose the Property in Princess-street, directed to be purchased by 
Government in 1822. The estimated expense of this Work is £. 261 4s. gd. The Purchase 
of this Property was recommended by the Post Masters General, and sanctioned by Govern- 
ment, in order to secure the following objects ; namely, To insulate the Building as far as is 
practicable To remove from its neighbourhood the dangerous concerns of an extended 
Cooperage which immediately adjoined the Building To remove altogether from the Interior 
of the Building the Coach-house and Stable attached to the Secretary's house, and which 
were situated under the sleeping apartments of seventeen Officers of the Sorting Office, and the 
offices appropriated to the Solicitor, where all the official Bonds, Contracts, and other Securities 
arc deposited For the enlargement of the Post-Office Yard, where the mail coaches assemble 
to receive the mails, by the removal of the Water Closets for the officers, letter carriers, 
and mail guards, and other Incumbrances which obstructed the passage. Those conveniences, 
including the Secretary’s Stable and Coach-house, have been already replaced bj' others of 
the same dimensions, but at a distance from the Building a small Engine House has also been 
erected for the accommodation of the fire engines ; — and the whole of those Improvements have 
been effected at an increased expense to the Public of - - - - £.468. 14 s. 10 d.
